Two Contentions Over the Use of 
Trade Names. 


One Suit Is Over the Use of a Sheathing Paper Designa- 
tion—The Other Is in the Toilet Paper Line, and 
Has Been Ended by Judgment in Favor 
of Plaintiff. 














The Manahan Parchment and Moth Paper Works, of 370 
Pearl street, New York, has brought suit in the Supreme 
Court, for $10,000 damages against the York Haven Paper 
Company, of York Haven, Pa. The basis of the suit is the 
alleged infringement by the defendant company of a copy- 
righted trade mark, consisting of the words “Parchment 
Sheathing.” According to the papers in the case, it is 
claimed “that in or about 1885 one Margaret E. Manahan, 
of the city of New York, was the sole owner and proprie- 
tor of a trade mark adopted by her fof paper used for 
sheathing and similar purposes,” and that said Margaret 
E. Manahan manufactured and sold such sheathing paper 
in rolls, “which rolls were labeled with her own proper 
device and trade mark, namely ‘Parchment Sheathing.’ 
That said trade mark was duly registered in the office of 
the Commissioner of Patents of the United States, on the 
16th day of April, 1889, by the No. 16.498.” 

It is further alleged, “ that prior to the second day 
1894. the said. Margaret E. Manahan, and others became 
incorporators of a company, under the laws of the State 
of New York, for the manufacture and sale of said parch- 
ment sheathing, and that the defendant, the York Haven 
Paper Company, then was, and still is, a stockholder 
thereof. The sole and exclusive right to manufacture this 
sheathing, and teuse the trade mark upon it, was granted 
to this new corporation. However, it is alleged that the 
York Haven Paper Company disregarded the rights of 
the plaintiff by manufacturing and selling an imitation of 
this paper, which it caused to be put up in rolls similar 

to those put up by the plaintiff, labeling them ‘Parchment 
Sheathing,’ or by the word ‘Parchment’ alone, as applied 
to such sheathing’ paper. Therefore, the plaintiff demands 
$10,000 damages, an accounting of profits, and the pay- 
ment of the same, and that the defendant be restrained 
irom continuing the act complained of.” 

The answer of the York Haven Paper Company to the 
complaint of the plaintiff is in substance that the words 
Parchment Sheathing” is not a valid trade mark, and that 
the plaintiff has suffered no damage. The trial of the 
suit will take place next fall. 
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A Toilet Pdper Trade Mark. 


Justice Smyth, of the New York Supreme Court, 
rendered a decision in the case of Edgar Jerome and Mar- 
garet Smith, doing business as the Jerome Paper Com- 
pany, New York, against George T. Johnson and the™ 
Phoenix Toilet and Paper Manufacturing Company, the 
plaintiff charging that the defendants, the former of whom 
was for several years in its employ, had put on the mar- 
ket a toilet paper in. imitation of “Divided Roll,” 
“Honest Count” roll. 

The court dismissed the case as to the Phoenix Toilet 
and Paper Manufacturing Company, but issued a per- 
petual injunction against the defendant Johnson, his ser- 
vants, agents and employees, prohibiting them from pre- 
paring or selling toilet paper or any article bearing labels 
in imitation of the plaintiff's label in question, and assess- 
ing the court costs, $208.02, against the same defendant. 
Adam Wiener was appointed referee to take proof of the 
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damages sustained by the plaintiff, but he will have no 
service to render, as the question of damages has been ad- 
justed by the plaintiff and the defendant Johnson, the lat- 
ter paying $200 in settlement of all damages which the 
plaintiff may have sustained by reason of his acts.

They are pleased that they are permitted to carry the 
case again to the Circuit Court of Appeals, when they hope 
to reopen the case and present the new evidence which 
Judge Putnam in the Circuit Court refused to entertain 
during the recent trial. 

As is only natural, the Burgess Sulphite Fibre Company 
will appeal the case, and the legal fight will be continued 
a year or more, 

The American Sulphite Pulp Company having already 
won its case before the Circuit Court of Appeals, when the 
Howland Pulp and Paper Company was the defendant, 
feels quite confident of that court's future decision being 
in its favor, 

As a representative of the American Sulphite Pulp Com- 
pany stated: “The sulphite manufacturers infringing our 
digester patents are only postponing the day ot settlement 
by further legal action, but if they can get any comfort or 
real good cheer out of the delay, they should enjoy them- 
selves as much as possible. The day of settlement will 
come in good time.”

BAG PRICES ADVANCED. 


Some of the Old Figures on Certain 
Lines Restored. 


The Union Bag and Paper Company Takes the Lead in 
Raising Rates on Flats and Special Squares—It Is 
Claimed That the Low Prices Which Have 
Been in Force Were Not Profitable. 












From reports it would seem as if the unprofitable compe- 
tition that has been going on for a few months between 
the rival interests in the manufacture of paper bags was 
about at an end. The action of the Union Bag and Paper 
Company taken last week, in restoring the price on its 
“flats” and “special squares” to the old figures, that pre- 
vailed before the last drop of 15 per cent. was made, would 
indicate this. For just as soon as the Union put back the 
old price last Thursday the factories included in the United 
States Paper Bag Manufacturers’ Association and the Con- 
tinental Paper Bag Company did likewise. The alacrity 
shown by the so-called in following the lead 
of the Union in this respect goes a good ways to substan- 
tiate the assertion that there was absolutely no money in 
bags at the old figure and very little even with the 15 per 
cent. added.

New York market. Now that the first move has been 
made toward the restoration of the old price list and 
discounts, other advances are looked for.

Speaking in reference to this question, a bag manufac- 
turer said last week to a representative of Tue Paper 
TRADE JOURNAL: “We have been doing business at a loss 
for two months. This foolishness could not go on. Of 
course, we could sell bags at low figures if we could only 
buy paper for litthe money. This we cannot do, and judg- 
ing from the present state of the ground wood and sul- 
phite markets, we will not be able to get our supplies for 
less money for many months to come. So, as it costs us 
just as much to run our plants now as it did last fall, and 
as paper is very little cheaper, there is absolutely no rea- 
son why we should not receive somewhere near the figures 
that prevailed before the cutting began.

Paper manufacturers are feeling the ups and downs of 
trade this month. Trade has fallen off somewhat over last 
week, but business in this section is still fair. Manufac- 
turers say that it is better now than the average summer 
trade has been for some years previous t% last year. Paper 
men tell me that there is no reason to believe that business 
will be slacker at any time during the year than at the pres- 
ent time. They are full of hope and confidence as to the 
future. Many have expressed the belief that the fall and 
winter trade will equal that of last year, but the more 
conservative men say that this is not to be expected. There 
is a large trade expected from the West.* Reports are also 
in circulation, as reported last week, that Cuba and Porto 
Rico will furnish a market for papers, and that business 
will be more extensively carried on with these possessions. 
From certain sections come reports of a tendency to shade 
prices in order’'to force orders, but this is believed to be 
more on the part of the jobbers than the mills. So far as 
can be learned in this part of the State, there has not been 
the least tendency on the part of any of the mills to cut 
prices. The Norman Division of the American Writing 
Paper Company was shut down to-day in some depart- 
ments, owing to the dullness in trade. Generally the mills 
are finding enough business to keep them running till the 
annual shutdown next week. The Weston mills, at 
Dalton, will shut down about the 28th for a few days for 
the annual renovation of the mills. The Chemical mills in 
this city report that business is exceptionally good, and 
there are many good sized orders on hand. Ferry. 


Boston Trade Quiet.

Business in local paper trade circles has been rather 
quiet the past week. It cannot be called actually dull, 
since a fair volume of business is going on for the hot 
days of July, but when compared with the booming ac- 
tivity of the early months of the year, it is quiet. 

Conditions would seem to favor a firm market as re- 
gards prices, and they do.on papers composed mostly of 
ground wood, but book papers are inclined to weakness, 
even with sulphite fibre holding up in price. Manufac- 
turers of book papers depending upon the market for soda 
pulp and sulphite fibre are feeling very seriously the com- 
petition of book mills having their own soda and sulphite 
plants. The latter are underselling the former, and the 
unfavorably circumstanced paper maker is seeking to in- 
duce the sulphite fibre manufacturer to lower his prices 
so as to equalize conditions. 

Ground wood pulp still rules very high on account of 
the limited supply being offered on the market. Paper 
stock, rags, &c., are ruling low, with very limited demand, 
owing to so many fine mills being shut down.

The Market in the Miami. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, July 23.—Writings have shown slight 
improvement only during the week. The overstocked 
condition of the warehouses has had a deleterious effect 
upon all branches of the trade. In discussing the situation 
a gentleman who has been in the paper business since he 
wore knee pants, under the tutorship of the oldest paper 
maker in the West, said: “Many of the dealers doubtless 
lost heavily during the recest past and they are now s6 


cautious that you can’t sell them a real gold brick at bar- 
gain counter prices. They bought in vast quantities 
months ago when prosperity was at its height—in fact, 
they overdid the thing. Now they are overstocked, and 
the demand for new goods will depend entirely upon the 
consumption of the old. Warehouses have groaned under 
the weight of enormous stocks, which, however, are gradu- 
ally diminishing, and in the course of time will become 
exhausted entirely. What possessed some of the dealers I 
can't say. It must have been a desire to speculate, and of 
course the dealers made money right and left for a time. 
There is no doubt of this. They must have been urged 
on to reckless buying and to speculative tendencies by the 
eccentricities of trade and the apparently limitless pros- 
pects. But they were caught napping, and I dare say that 
most of the number will come out of the fray just about 
even. Money was made by the barrel and it was lost in 
equal quantities. A conservative trade would have won 
out nicely. Of course, the manufacturers cleared money 
rapidly until raw materials took such a jump, but the 
makers are now paying for what they won during the 
busy times by loss of trade.” 

The strongest papers in the market in this section to- 
day are manilas. They are bringing 3 cents and more, a 
considerable improvement. Straw papers are still re- 
markably low considering the advanced price of the raw 
product and the difficulties under which it is obtained. A 
general advance was not made, though certain mills are 
obtaining better prices than others. In the straw paper 
line the makers and dealers have had a lively skirmish, 
and personal animosities figured to a larger extent than 
justifiable, which resulted in a general reduction at a time 
when it could be least afforded. Straw papers have been 
selling for $1.15 to $1.20. 

The extraordinary advance of mechanical wood pulp to 
$25 per ton is placing mill men in a predicament, espe- 
cially if they expect to continue the present prices on the 
finished product. M. V.

BRITISH PAPER MARKET. 


The Mill Man Looking After His Profits—The Log Mer- 
chant Wants More Money and the Pulp Maker 
Will Not Take Less.

Lonpon, July 16.—Paper manufacturers continue to dis- 
cuss the matter to which I referred in my last letter, that 
of prices.

The grower of logs has 
raised his price, and is forcing the Scandinavian pulp 
maker to pay more for his raw material. The pulp maker 
in turn is inclined to be firm in his views when negotiating 
with the paper manufacturer, so that the latter, just at 
present, is in somewhat of a quandary as to where he is 
going to be. Then again the demand is not quite what 
it ought to be; some mills are busy, but others could take 
on a bit more trade without any inconvenience. 

The imports and exports for the first .six months of the 
year do no indicate any violent changes. The imports of 
foreign unprinted paper have increased considerably, and 
the exports have shown a growth, but not at the same 
rate as the imports.

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WATER POWER CONDITIONS. 


Some Improvement in the Condition of the Supply.- New 
England Streams Low— Rains Swell the Wisconsin 
Rivers, and Mills Are Working. 


Tae PAPER TRADE JOURNAL 
HOLYOKE, Mass., July 24, 1900. 


The mills in this city were not troubled with low water 
last week. There was plenty of water in the canals when 
business was resumed yesterday, and a prospect of rain 
to keep the river up during the week. It is stated that 
there have been rains in the North which is keeping the 
feeders of the Connecticut fairly full, and consequently the 
river is at a normal height at the present time. It is be- 
lieved that there will be water enough to run the mills this 
week, unless an exceptionally hot and dry period staris 
in at once, of which there are no present indications. 

In this particular vicinity there has been little rain for 
some time and fears are expressed that the year will be like 
last season, when the river ran low during the late fall 
and winter, necessitating the shutting of the head gates in 
the canals and the closing of those mills which could-not 
run by steam. Outside of Holyoke the streams are run- 
ning low and mills are in many cases depending upon the 
use of steam to some extent. Ferry.

Low water is still a matter of some little concern and 
may ere long influence paper trade conditions. In New 
Hampshire and Vermont very little rain has fallen during 
the past few weeks, so that the streams are running low. 
The northern sections of Maine were visited by local 
showers last week, which helped out the water supply 
there for the time being. At Lawrence, Mass., the Merri- 
mac River is very low, and notwithstanding the fact that 
some of the big cotton mills there were shut down last 
week, and in consequence not using power, the paper mills 
are not able to get a full supply. If the demand for paper 
was heavier and mills were crowding their machines, the 
preserit low water would be very serious. As it is, how- 
ever, the curtailing of production on account of low water 
is beneficial when looked at from one point of view.

Unchanged Conditions in the Miami.

Better Supply in Fox River Valley. 


[rrom*oUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

AprLeton, Wis., July 23.—The aspect of the water 
power situation in Wisconsin has changed very decidedly 
since the report of a week ago. This whole country last 
week was visited by soaking .rains for between three and 
four days, during which several inches of water were de- 
posited. The effect has been immediate. From the re- 
gion of the Wisconsin River it is reported that the mills 
are using all the water they can draw and still are not 
taking half the available supply. In the Fox River valley 
the streams flowing into the lake have been very high, but 
as it takes the lake a longer time to fill up, the area of this 
body of water being nearly 200 square miles, the level has 
thus far been raised only about 4 inches. This in- 
crease, however, is sufficient to permit the drawing of 7: 
per cent, of the normal fiow of the river, an order for , 
which went forth Saturday, taking effect to-day. The 
water power company considers it probable that ~another 
order will be issued during the week permitting the full 
‘low to be drawn. 

The book and writing mills are shut down this weele 
and will not be able to take advantage of the power, but 
mills making other grades of paper will be able to rua 
without. any recourse to steam power. The principal 
benefit, however, will be reaped in the replenishment of 
the stocks of ground wood, which have been running very 
low, and as long as the water lasts every grinder in the 
valley will be pushed to its utmost capacity. It is not 
probable that his amount of power will be available for 
any long period of time, and were it not for certain regu- 
lations insisted upon by the Government in. cases where 
the water is rising, it would be the policy of the water 
power company to be economical of the water in order 
to perpetuate the supply, but with Government regulations 


as they are it is better to let the water go through the 
water wheels than to permit it to be sluced through the 
dams. In case further rains should come the power may 
be maintained, but August is usually a dry month, and it 
is not probable that the present water power can be very 
long relied upon, so that the probabilities are that very 
shortly the old dry conditions will prevail. 

The condition of water power in the Fox and Wisconsin 
River valleys is duplicated everywhere else in the northern 
part of the State where paper and pulp making institu- 
tions are located. Fox RIver. 


More Water at Watertown. 
[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.! 

Watertown, N. Y., July 23.—The river 1s in a somewhat 
better condition now than it was during the fore part of the 
month. Hard showers and plenty of them during the past 
week have strengthened the flow of water in the river so 
that most of the mills have been running, but not at the 
fastest speed. For several days the gates in the Fulton 
Chain and Stillwater reservoirs, the latter being on Beaver 
River, have been open to reinforce the supply of Black 
River water. 

The International Paper Company’s “A” and “B” paper 
mills on Sewall’s Island are still down, but the sulphite 
mill is running. The paper mills in Glen Park are all run- 
ning. The pulp mills are somewhat restricted in their out- 
put by the low water, and it requires all they produce to 
keep their own paper mills running without sending any to 
the mills uptown. The Watertown Paper Company’s mill 
is running as well as the pulp mill up the river. The 
Brownville Paper Company’s plant is running, while 
Knowlton Brothers are operating one machine in the Out- 
terson mill. F, M. 


Fulton Helped by Showers. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Futon, N. Y., July 23.—The outlook for the water 
power users is now a little brighter than it was a week 
ago. The recent showers have undoubtedly at least 
checked the fall of water and probably have increased the 
supply. 

The shutdown of the American Worsted Mills plant in 
Oswego Falls for three weeks allows the Oswego Falls 
Pulp and Paper Company to use about all the flow of the 
river at the upper dam: As a consequence, it is now run- 
ning ten to twelve grinders and is not troubled by the 
low condition of the water. The company is, in fact, 
running its plant nearly to full capacity, both in the ground 
wood and paper mills, and will be able to do so until the 
worsted mills start up again. 

The water will be drawn from the hydraulic race this 
evening. This will shut down the Victoria Paper Mills 
Company, Dilts Machine Works and all water users on 
the east end of the lower dam. The water will remain out 
of the race for about a week, during-which time necessary 
repairs to bulkheads, flumes, &c., will be in progress. 
During the interval the users of water on the west side 
of the lower dam will have all the water they want, and 
the Eureka Paper Company, Fulton Paper Company and 
Granby Paper Company will run to full capacity, the same 
as the Oswego Falls Pulp and Paper Company at the 
upper dam. 

At Marcellus Falls, N. Y., the paper manufacturers are 
experiencing low water, and I. N. Sherman is installing a 
steam engine this week. F. B. 


I. B. Hosford Resigns. 


I. B. Hosford, manager of the department of insur- 
ance and taxes of the International Paper Company, re- 
signed that position at the meeting of the directors of the 
company which was held yesterday afternoon. This re- 
signation is to take effect August 1. When spoken to in 
regard to it Mr. Hosford said to a representative of Tue 
Parer TRADE JOURNAL after the meeting: “My resigna- 
tion is due wholly to personal reasons. I have an invalid 
in my family who needs my constant attention. So, in 
order to care for her as I should, I have given up my 
position here. I still retain my interests in the com- 
pany. Those interests, by the way, are larger now than 
at any time since the company was organized. I expect 


“to remain most of the time in New York, and shall show 


my interest in the International Paper Company by per- 
sonal attention.” 

Speaking. of Mr. Hosford’s resignation, President 
Chisholm said: “We are very sorry to lose Mr. Hosford. 
We did hope that he would not be obliged to leave us, 
but his physician now insists that he give up all business 
cares. Mr. Hosford has not been well for some time. 
Unfortunately, his wife is an invalid, and this affects him 
seriously. It is with the greatest reluctance that we ac- 
cepted his resignation. Mr. Hosford is personally very 
much interested in the company, and he retains his large 


holdings in it.”

IMPORTANT LABOR DECISION. 


Massachusetts Superior Court Rules on the Question of 
Extra Hours—No Law to Prevent People trom 
Working as Long as They Please. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

Boston, Mass., July 23.—In the Superior Court of Mas- 
sachusetts Judge Bell has rendered a decision which is of 
interest to all mill owners. It is in the case of the Com- 
monwealth vs. the Hargraves Mills and the Parker Mills 
at Fall River, both the defendants being charged with a 
violation of the fifty-eight hour law by employing at night 
women and minors who had been employed in other mills 
during the day time. 

The decision in full is as follows: 


These cases were submitted to the court upon motions 
and agreed facts. The questions arise under the statutes of 
1894, chapter 508, section 11, which regulates the hours of 
labor of minors and women in manufacturing establish- 
ments and the posting of notices stating the hours of work 
required. The délendont mills are charged in the first case 
with having two different notices posted which together 
aggregated more than fifty-eight aes a week. In the 
second case the defendants are charged with employing an 
operative for a longer period than the notice stated. his 
is founded upon the facts that there were two notices, and 
one stated only the extra hours, which were shorter than 
the time during which the operative worked. In the third 
case the operative had worked the full hours in another mill 
without the employer’s knowledge, and then worked the 
extra hours in the defendant's mills: 

The real question is whether an incidental effect of the 
rerun of notice is to prevent the employment of a 
different set of women and minors for two distinct and sep- 
arate periods; that is, one set during the day and another 
during the evening. It would, perhaps, be sufficient to say 
that these are criminal proceedings and that the criminal 
laws are interpreted strictly and are not to be extended by 
construction. The statute has in direct terms forbidden cer- 
tain things, and imposed a penalty if they are done. It has 
not forbidden the acts here charged in terms, and if there 
is any fair construction which would leave the acts innocent 
it must be adopted. It seems to me that such construction 
is entirely possible. 

The apparent purpose of the notice is to inform the op- 
erative as to the teas during which he is required to work 
and also to give the same iniormation to the inspectors or 
others interested in enforcing the law. There may be cases 
where the hours for certain different machines could be 
economically made to differ. For instance, one machine 
in a room might run from 6:30 a. m. to 6 p. m., and another 
from 7 a. m. to 6:30 p. m. The law does not suggest any 
objection to such a practice, and, if the noticés posted make 
it clear who is to work for each period, I can see no objec- 
tion to it. 

But the hours fixed by the defendant made it possible

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for an operative to work the full time allowed in one mill 
and then work additional hours in another mill. It is urged 
that the policy of the law is so strongiy to prevent such 
work that it ought to be construed to forbid it. The labor 
laws of the Commonwealth have never attempted to forbid 
any person from working as many hours as he chose. The 
person who works for a csanutuaapetae corporation is 
obliged to conform to its hours. The operatives work as 
a united body, and as a rule each must work the same hours 
which the others do. If the mill is forbidden to employ 
them for certain hours, that sets the operative free outside 
those hours. 

If one of them should get an opportunity to work even- 
ings for a grocer or a farmer, the Legislature has not ex- 
pressed any policy against it. The Legislature has not im- 
posed restrictions upon the laborer as it has upon the em- 
ployer, and has not stated any policy of tne kind. It would 
seem that, until the Legislature does distinctly so state, the 


court ought not to assume that mills are practically for-. 


bidden to run extra hours, however pressing their business 
and however much additional wages may go to the laboring 
ciasses, simply because some operatives may of their own 
fiee will work extra hours. 

I do not think rat the complaints and indictments, taken 
from the agreed facts, show that a crime has been com- 
mitted in either case. 


Paper Mill Threatened by Railroad. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 


Dayton, Ohio, July 23.—It is possible that within a 
short time the mills of the Nixon Paper and Bag Com- 
pany, at Richmond, Ind., will be dismantled or razed to 
the ground. The company has staring it in the face the 
prospect of condemnation proceedings which will mean 
a practical sale of the mill buildings to the Cincinnatt, 
Richmond and Muncie Railroad Company. The latter 
has mapped out a route through Richmond, and by the 
peculiar location of the Nixon mills it is found that the 
road must run, if completed, directly over the site of the 
mills. The Nixon Company will be thrown out completely, 
as the city of Richmond will authorize a condemnation 
of the property. The location of the mill in the valley 
along the river makes it possible for the elevated tracks 
of the railroad to run over the mill, but this alone would 
preclude the possibility of manufacturing paper. Cleanli- 
ness is one of the most important factors in paper making, 
and a well conducted mill is free from dirt and dust. The 
company would not undertake to manufacture paper un- 
der adverse conditions, and the machinery must be re- 
moved to another point if the railroad deal is completed. 

The Nixon Paper and Bag Company’s plant is modern, 
and the buildings are built of brick. The plant has been 
®%onducted for ars by” Thomas Nikon %& n& ni its 
removal would prove a loss to Richmond. It is admitted 
that the mill was disadvantageously located on account 
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of its liability to flooding by the two branches of the 
Whitewater River, but improvements were recently made 
which placed the machine rooms in a comparatively safe 
place. Several times the employees were forced to flee 
for their lives, while the venerable Thomas Nixon was in- 
jured during one of the freshets. 

The Nixon Company finds itself in a peculiar and ex- 
traordinary position, but it is probable that the members 
of the firm will be equal to the occasion, and that Rich- 
mond’s loss will be anether city’s gain. M. V.

The case of James F. Dickey, administrator de bonis 
non of the estate of the late E. C. Taft, president and 
treasurer of the Albion Paper Company before its finan- 
cial trouble in the spring of 1896, against Catherine P. 
Taft; for the recovery of “Kenilworth Castle” from Mrs. 
Taft for the benefit of Mr. Taft’s creditors, came up for 
hearing this week. 

John C. Hammond, of Northampton, is sitting as special 
master in the case. As appears from the testimony sub- 
mitted, the estate of “Kenilworth” was transferred to Mrs. 
Taft by her husband on January 14, 1806, the property 
first being transferred to H. H. Bosworth, and by him 
to Mrs. Taft. Mrs. Taft in September, 1897, gave the 
property to her daughter, who was then about to be mar- 
ried. It was as a wedding present that Mrs. Taft con- 
veyed the magnificent property to her daughter, who has 
since held it. There has been a mass of evidence taken 
An expert accountant testified as to going over the books 
of the Albion Company prior to its suspension in 1896, 
and on the day after the transfer of the castle to Mrs. 
Taft he testified that Mr. Taft was in debt to the company 
$112,977.23. Much of the other details testified to has al- 
ready been published in Tue Paper Trape JouRNAL.

The Capital City Wall Paper Company, recently organ- 
ized, is engaged in the jobbing business at 66 Hamilton 
street, Albany, N. Y. The directors have elected the fol- 
lowing officers: President, Porter Dedendorf, Schenec- 
tady; vice-president, D. S. Cowles, Glens Falls, and sec- 
retary and treasurer, F. W. Cameron, Albany. 

The Union Bag and Paper Company has just completed 
a deal by which it has secured control of the timber rights 
in Township No. 19, located near Blue Mountain Lake, 
New York. The deal was consummated through Isaac 
Kenwell, who has charge of the Adirondack timber lands 
of the company, and Oscar W. Ordway, of Indian Lake. 


The Southern Cotton Oil Company, Memphis, Tenn., 
is now supplying cotton seed fibre to paper mills, and will 
be pleased to open up correspondence with any paper 
manufacturer in regard to it. The stock is packed in 90 
pound bales, so that it is convenient to handle and to 
store. Samples of the stock can be obtained on applica- 
tion to the company. 

Charles M. Wyman, Jr., of Troy, N. Y., still has a 
chance to recover damages against Orrs & Co., paper 
manufacturers, of that city. Wyman brought suit to re- 
cover $50,000 for.injuries received while employed in the 
defendants’ mills. The Supreme Court rendered a de- 
cision in favor of the defendants, but upon appeal of the 
plaintiff to the Appellate Division a new trial was granted. 
Against this decision the defendants appealed to the Court 
of Appeals, and last Friday this app ai was dismissed. 

The Seybold Machine Company, Daytcn, Ohio, has re- 
cently built a new pattern and drafting shop, and increased 
thereby the floor space of the machine shop. The capacity 
of the plant is nearly doubled in consequence. Besides 
orders from paper mills for the large cutters, which it has 
recently shipped, the company has had requests from for- 
eign countries, and has been obliged to refuse them. 
Four of the new Seybold patent label trimming machines 
were recently shipped to the United States Printing Com- 
pany, at Cincinnati, Ohio, and Brooklyn, N. Y., and a 
recent order for the same machine was filled for the Gray 


Lithographing Company, New York, while yet another is 
being made. Each of the two latter machines is 64 inches 
wide. 

A. A. Yerkes, a wall paper manufacturer, whose factory 
has been heretofore situated in Bridesburg, on the out- 
skirts of Philadelphia, Pa., has arranged to move his plant 
to Williamstown, a small place in New Jersey. The au- 
thorities of the town have deeded to Mr. Yerkes a tract 
of unincumbered land, on which he purposes in a short 
time to erect a large mill 40x400 feet in dimensions. Mr. 
Yerkes was some years ago a prominent figure among 
Philadelphia's wall paper makers, but he was out of busi- 
ness until a year or two ago. 

The Black & Clawson Company, Hamilton, Ohio, is 
building a plater calender with a roll 17x38 inches. It will 
be shipped to a Chicago house. The same company is 
building a go-inch Fourdrinier machine for the Kinleith 
Paper Company, St. Catharines, Ont.; a pulp drying 
machine 100 inches wide for the Parsons Pulp and Paper 
Company, Parsons, W. Va., and is rebuilding a machine 
for the Esleeck Paper Company, Turner’s Falls, Mass. 
The Harvey patent wire guide, which is receiving so much 
favorable attention by the paper trade, is also made by 
the Black & Clawson Company. 

Ira L. Beebe, of the Ira L. Beebe Company, 132 Nas- 
sau street, New York, speaking this week in regard to 
the new edition of “Lockwood's Directory of the Paper, 
Stationery and Allied Trades,” said: “I am satisfied that 
it is a very complete work. Of its thoroughness I am in a 
position to speak, as I have noted each week for the past 
year every change in old mills, the names and localities of 
new plants and also those projected. In addition I have 
kept every bit of valuable data in any way relating to the 
paper and pulp mills in the United States and Canada. 
So, when my copy of the Directory arrived I went over it 
carefully with my own notes in hand. As I have verified 
each page of jottings that I had made I threw it away. 
Well, as a result of this comparison so far, I have de- 
stroyed all but a few pages of my manuscript. These I 
shall also undoubtedly throw away, as I. am quite sure 
that the addresses of the mills which I have are the post 
office addresses and not the actual locations of the mills.”

Dartmouth College Places Liens on the Property of the 
International Paper Company for That Amount— 
The Defendant Is Not at All Worried. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

Concorp, N. H., July 23.—The trustees of Dartmouth 
College have placed attachments aggregating $275,000 on 
property in this State owned by the International Paper 
Company. the amount being the sum named as damages 
in a suit brought by the trustees for alleged trespass by 
the paper company on the college grant in Coos County 
during the lumbering season of 1898-99. It is alleged 
that 18,000,000 feet of spruce was illegally cut on the col- 
lege land at the time designated. H. 


The report from Concord, N. H., that the property of 
the International Paper Company in that St@te had been 
attached for $275,000 did not cause a commotion com- 
mensurate with those figures. When asked for an ex- 
planation of the suit, an official of the International Paper 
Company said to a representative of THe Paper TRaApvE 
JouRNAL yesterday: “The amount of the attachments in 
the suit do look disquieting, I will admit, but they do not 
alarm us, as the other side offered to settle with us for a 
comparatively small amount of money. At that time we 
thought their offer was somewhere near what we should 
pay; so after conferring in regard to it we came within 
$1,000 of settling the matter. Later we understood that 
our counter proposition had been accepted. It would 
seem, though, that some influence had been at work to 
have the matter adjusted in court. This we are perfectly 
willing to do, as our attorneys advise us that we shall not 
have to pay nearly as much money as we offered in set- 
tlement. The history of our connection with this grant 
to Dartmouth College is a long story. In the first place, 
the college sold the right to cut to George Van Dyke, of 
the Connecticut River Lumber Company, of Boston, 
Mass. Mr. Van Dyke sold his right about ten years ago 
to Mr. Chisholm and other gentlemen, who were then 
interested in the Othis Pulp Company, the Umbagog Pulp 
Company and the Otis Falls Paper Company. Later these 
men formed the Androscoggan Timber Supply Com- 
pany to operate the grant. After a time the Rumford 
Falls Paper Company bought a controlling interest in the 
Timber Supply Company and operated the grant for oy

How to Lace and Splice Rubber Belts. 


It will interest many readers to know the best methods 
of splicing rubber belts, and some of them are illustrated 
herewith, 

Be particular to square the ends of the belt and cut the 
ends perfectly straight, so that when butted they will 
match exactly. For narrow belts make one or two rows 
of holes in each end, and lace as shown in the accompany- 
ing sketch, taking care to have the holes punched in 
straight lines across the belt, and to have the holes made 
in one end opposite those made in the other end. 





The clamps shown in this cut are especially designed for 
making a perfect butt splice. By their use the belt can 
be adjusted over pulleys, the ends brought evenly and 
closely together, and the lacing done easily and quickly. 

A lap splice may be made by “stripping” the ends of the 
belt for a distance equal to or greater than the width of the 
belt, as shown in cut, or removing a portion of the rubber 
or duck. The scurfed surface should be thoroughly coated 





with rubber cement, and when dry closely fitted and 
firmly pressed together. Then punch out carefully and

For wide belts where riveted laps splice is not used, butt 
the ends and, in addition, put a piece of leather or rubber 
belting on the back to strengthen the joint, equal in 
length to about one-half the width of the belt, and sew or 
rivet as per cut

H, Fullner Gives a Description of the Machine That He 
Exhibts There—He Points Out Some Advantages 
in Its Construction. 


In connection with his exhibit of a paper machine at the 
Paris Exposition, H, Fullner, of Warmbrunn, has issued 
a pamphlet, in which he gives a description of his machine. 


“At first I proposed,” he says, “to build a machine for 
paper 2,650 mm. wide, but as the space allotted was limited, 

had to reduce the size to 2,300 mm. when trimmed. 

“There is only one strainer (Woge’s patent) on my ma- 
chine, instead of two, as I had no room for the second one. 

“The plates of this strainer rest firmly on to the sides of 
the pulp box or stuff chest, and also in the middle of same, 
on a bridge made of cast iron. Around these plates there 
is a flange, which has an outlet through which the pulp 
runs on to the paper machine. The pulp, before running 
into the strainer, passes from the sand table into a box, 
which is connected with the strainer by a sufficiently large 
pipe. The stuff inlet of the strainer has a shutter which 
can be regulated according to the pressure that is wanted. 
As the pulp moves toward the top, the plates naturally have 
their narrowest part of the slit at the bottom and widest 
toward the top. To obtain the proper flow of pulp through 
the slits a perforated sheet of tin is fixed to a spindle in the 
interior of the strainer. This spindle runs in stuffing boxes 
on both sides and rests inside the strainer in several wooden 
bearings. The spindle with plate receives a swinging mo- 
tion through an eccentric. This motion can be adjusted 
by altering the stroke of the eccentric. It is evident that 
the ascending part of the perforated tin presses the pulp 
through the slits; the descending part cleans the slits of the 
strainer plate by its sucking action. This action is greater 
at the farther end of the sheet than near the middle. e 
effect is that the stuff on the screen is kept in continual mo- 
tion, which has a cleansing effect on the plates. The knots 
which remain in the strainer settle by gravitation in a hol- 
low space beneath the spindle, and are removed through a 
valve at the bottom of the strainer. The strainer can be 
cleaned quickly through two doors arranged for this pur- 
pose on two sides of the apparatus. They are opened and 
closed by a single screw. 

“Wherever possible, I let the pulp pass through a_ V- 
shaped trough before running it on to the machine in order 
to obtain an equal flow of material, and also to enable the 
workmen to pay proper attention to the scum bars and 
apron. Owing to space this useful part had to be omitted.

The vibration of the wire is totally horizontal, always re- 
maining in exactly the same height. This is effected by 
iving the wires their principal support in a piece shaped 
ike the segment of a pulley. This segment moves in two 
racks, which are connected firmly by the delivery box. As 
soon as the shaking apparatus begins to work the cog 
wheels of the segment moves in the two racks. As the ra- 
dius of a segment is the same in all its points, the racks 
with the delivery box, which rests on those racks, and the 
wire form will move always in exactly the same height. 
The movement of the other or lower end of the supports 
takes place in ball saa which are protected against 
moisture by a bronze shell ball. These can be 
easily raised or lowered. The delivery x, made of 
bronze, receives in the middle the strokes of the vibrating 
apparatus. As the delivery box forms a link be- 
tween the wire rails, the shaking motion is ly 
distributed on both sides of the machine. In this re- 
pairs are avoided which would otherwise be caused if one 
side bears a heavier strain than the other. The 
box has toward the breast roll a dove-tailed slot, in whic 
the apron is fastened. The breast roll is made of drawn 
copper pipe and combines strong construction with light 
weight, which is essential, as heavy breast rolls tend to in- 
crease considerably the consumption of machine wire. In 
order to make the breast roll go very easily in its bearings, 
same are constructed in such a way as to protect the spindle 
absolutely against water. The front part of the bearing is 
connected with Staufer’s lubricator, which I have also used 
with all the other bearings of the machine. By this means 
lubricating grease is pressed through channels on to the 
spindle, which, besides economy and cleanliness, effects an 
easy running of the roll. The bearings of the breast roll 
ivots, in order to protect them 
against being jammed in by the shaking motion of the wire 
frame. The breast roll can be very easily taken out, as it 
is only necessary to turn a screw. I consider it of impor- 
tance that the Teltens should not be removed from the 
trunnions, as this is the only wayto prevent dust getting into 
the bearings. There is a special arrangement to prevent a 
sliding of the bearings from the trunnions. In order to 
keep the breast roll exactly parallel to the couch roll the 
bearings of the former are adjustable in this direction. The 
thirty-three small rolls are made of brass tubing, combin- 
ing light weight with great stability. They run in bronze 
bearings, which can be lowered or raised. To prevent any 
pressure on the trunnions when adjusting these bronze 
bearings, the latter are fixed in boxes which carry the ad- 
justing arrangement. All these bearings are provided with 
dust and waterproof lubricators. Between the breast roll 
and the small rolls there is placed on the same level a wire 
table—Tugendhat’s patent. This table is made of bronze, 
planed level and connected with the wire rails in such a

These boxes are connected a‘? sort of roof so that the 
water has to run into one of four boxes. The first of 
these boxes carries the doctor for the breast roll. I con- 
sider it important to fix this doctor firmly in order to pre- 
vent it following the shaking movements of the roll. 
In this way I prevent the doctor making grooves 
into the breast roll. The whole wire yet up to the first 
suction box is carried by a single rail. By this arrangement 
(patent) the machineman can raise or lower the front end 
of the machine wire without stopping the machine. In 
order to ascertain exactly what position of the wire is best 
for a certain stuff, the position of the wire is given in milli- 
meters on a scale. e tension rolls are strong and 
light, made of brass with steel trunnions, which run in ad- 
pee bronze bushes. They are provided with Staufer's 
ubricators. Besides an automatic wire guide, there has 
been provided an ordinary wire guide before the upper 
couch roll, as automatic guides are apt to get out of order 
if they are not properly attended to. There are five suc- 
tion boxes of bronze of adjustable width. Every box is 
covered a perforated bronze plate. The holes are so 
arranged they will not cause shives in the paper. I do 
not consider bronze the best material, but prefer wood or 
rubber. I always agin suction boxes which have 
syphon suction with fittings of wood, and I preferred 
bronze in this case, because the machine has to stand dry 
for about nine months, and can bear the changes of tem- 
rature better than wood. Each suction box is adjustable 
by means of four bronze screws. Under these boxes are 
rails, and, if desired, the box can be lowered on to this rail 
during the working of the machine. The last three boxes 
are connected with a plunger pump.”

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THE DAMPENING OF PAPER. 


Some Suggestions by a German Writer That May Be of 
Service to Mill Men—Methods of Overcoming 
Difficulties. 


Paper leaving the drying section of the machine is, in 
most cases, absolutely dry, or it may contain a very small 
percentage of moisture, which, however, does not approach 
its natural atmospheric humidity. The drying section 
could easily be so adjusted as to cause the paper to leave 
the last cylinder in any desirable state of humidity, but 
there are various reasons, points out the Wochenblatt, for 
avoiding any attempt in this direction. 

It is known that paper which is not perfectly dried on 
the hot cylinders is less snappy, solid or firm, and the effi- 
ciency of the rosin sizing appears to be materially reduced, 
in comparison with that of hard dried paper. Opposed to 
this fact stands the experience that air dried paper pos- 
sesses a higher degree of firmness than that which has been 
exposed to high temperature on the drying cylinders, but 
this condition in its fullest extent refers only to animal 
sized papers. Vegetable sized papers require a high de- 
gree of drying heat, and this requirement is readily demon- 
strated by the comparison of one sheet detached from the 
web just behind the last press roll, and then dried in cold 
air, with another sheet from the same run, entirely dried 
on the last hot cylinder. The air dried sheet shows a 
poorly sized quality, less elasticity and frequently an in- 
ferior strength, 

The reason for this apparent difference in the quality 
of rosin sized papers, identical in composition and me- 
chanical treatment with the exception only of the method 
of drying, is that the fine rosin corpuscles dispersed over 
and between the fibres undergo a melting or softening 
process during their passage over the hot drying drums. 
It thus appears that the rosin molecules, being as yet 
loosely separated, although in close proximity, assumc 
under the action of heat a larger volume, whereby their 
affinity is caused to increase, with the result that a close 
and intimate combination with the fibres is effected. Dut- 
ing this process the fibres are covered with a fine gela- 
tinous film, whereby a reduction of their capillaric at- 
traction is effected. The pressure of the felt on the sheet, 


bringing the latter into a close touch with the hot cylinder, 
causes the rosin films to spread and to combine. The 
disturbing action of the heat that impairs in a certain 
degree the felting is fully counterbalanced by the bene- 
ficial action of the rosin sizing. 

For these reasons it does not appear practicable to avoid 
a high cylinder temperature in the drying operation of 
rosin sized papers, as least, as long as the rosin sizing is 
effected by our present methods. The obvious advantage 
gained by perfect drying on hot cylinders leads, however, 
to the necessity of reimparting a certain amount of moist- 
ure for the purpose of adapting the web to the various 
processes of printing, gumming, coating, &c. The great 
advantage gained by reinstating in hard dried papers a 
certain amount of moisture, which is not only allowable, 
but which is positively requisite, is well enough appre- 
ciated by many who have had to listen to complaints made 
by the printer and others about dusting, presumably caused 
by overloading, by electricity, brittleness, lack of elasticity, 
hard feel, &c. The presence of some moisture in paper, 
of which to per cent. is considered a fair allowance, or 
about equal to the average humidity in the atmosphere, 
is absolutely necessary. 

The dampening of machine finished papers is readily 
effected by the use of one or two hollow copper rolls, 
placed between the dryers and the calenders which are 
well cooled by a circulation of water. Steam issuing from 
perforated pipes in jets or fine sprays on the surface of the 
rolls is condensed, and imparts dampness, adds weight, 
gloss and finish. For dampening the higher grades of 
super-calendered fine and light qualities, the zbove de- 
scribed apparatus is not considered to be quite adequate, 
such papers being now dampened by improved spraying 
devices, provided with sand and mud traps from which 
the purified water passes through jet tubes in any desirable, 
but preferably in a downward direction. An apparatus of 
this, placed between the dryers and the calenders, is not 
generally sufficient, the space of time allowed on fast run- 
ning machines being too short for the proper dampening 
of the sheet. 

Dampening devices with brushes are not so commené- 
able, owing to the unavoidable trouble caused by loose 
bristles that form imperfections on the sheet and cause 
weak spots, with consequent break. Trouble is frequently 
created by the difficulty of regulating the amount or pres- 


sure of moisture obtained from water spraying devices 
This trouble is generally the result when the pressure vi 
water is not obtained from a separate reservoir or basin, 
from which no other supply is drawn. The water in the 
supply pipe near the end of the paper machine naturally 
undergoes a very irregular pressure, produced by tempor 
ary opening of outlets for various purposes. 

The most careful treatment in this line of 
watermarked paper and other superior grades is obtain- 
able from an apparatus that may be regulated. consisting 
of a cylinder having a cool water circulation, a felt run- 
ning over the cylinder, and through a water trough, and 
between the two squeezing rolls for adjusting the wetness 
of the felt; the paper runs between the wet felt and the 
cylinder.

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Massachusetts Hours of Labor. 

We print in another column the full text of the recent 
decision by Judge Bell, of the Superior Court of Massa- 
chusetts, in the cases of two mill corporations of Fall 
River, Mass., both of whom were charged with violating 
the fifty-eight hour provision of the Massachusetts statute 
in that they employed at night women and minors who had 
worked full time in other mills during the day. 

The decision is especially interesting in view of the fact 
that labor organizations have always argued that the iaw 
provided that a woman or a minor could not work full 
time in one mill in the day time and in another mill at 
night, and that anyone so employing them was commit- 
ting a crime. Judge Bell disposes of this argument and 
holds that anyone has the right to work as many hours 
as he or she pleases, and that the mere fact that he oc 
she had worked the full number of hours required by one 
mill did not preclude his or her employment in extra 
hours in another mill or grocery store or anywhere else. 

While neither the fifty-eight hour law nor the decision 
apply closely to paper mill work, the latter is of value to 
paper mill owners in clearly defining the rights of both 
employer and employee under the law in question, and as 


disabusing the minds of many as to its exact operation. 


Trade Marks. 


There has always been in the paper trade more or less 
litigation over trade marks, watermarks and brands, aud 
of late there has been a decided revival of this sort of con- 
tention, brought about in many cases by the petty piracy 
of someone who desires to profit without expense by the 
brains, energy and business ability of someone else who 
has made his marks of value in the market. 

Brands which stand for reputation and quality should 
have all the protection that can be afforded them. Brands 
made in imitation of such and representing in many cases 
inferior goods, should be driven out of the trade. 

Im some instances the owners of reputable brands have 
only themselves to blame for thé invasion of their rights. 
In the first place, they are not careful enough in the se- 
lection of a name, choosing one at random and without 
reference to the article to which it is to be attached or to 
the place of origin of that article. In the second place, 
there is also laxity in prosecuting imitators of brands. 
Matters are allowed to drift along, and when finally the 
originator of the brand awakens to the necessity of pro- 
tecting both himself and the public, he finds that his own 
negligence has placed a bar to the enforcement of any ob- 
jections that he may have. 

-Manufacturers cannot be too careful in this matter. Af- 
ter selecting a proper brand, and giving it a value by caus- 
ing it to represent only merchandise of merit, they should 
be jealous of its use and should protect it in every possi- 
ble way. 

Not infrequently trade marks are appropriated by those 
who have no right to them, simply because they do not 
know that such brands are the property of others. Manu- 
facturers who own marks lay the foundation for their best 
protection in giving them the widest possible publicity, 
and while this has been proven, time and time again, it 
is strange to find, as the editor of “Lockwood’s Directory 
of the Paper, Stationery and Allied Trades” found in his 
experience in compiling the latest edition of that work, 
that many thanufacturers show a decided aversion to hav- 
ing their marks made known. By following such a course 
they are working to their own disadvantage. Publicity 


serves best both from a business and legal standpoint. 


The National Wall Paper Company. 

The stockholders of the National Wall Paper Company 
held a meeting last week and did what it was expected they 
would do. They confirmed the action of the board of 
directors who had voted their approval of the plan to 
dissolve the company. There was no opposition to the 
plan, and it is expected that steps will be taken at once to 
give effect to the decision of the stockholders. 

The company was organized in 1892, and at that time it 
comprised all the importagt wall paper manufacturers 
except two. It invited competition and got it—plenty of 


it—and the competition has beaten it, Its passing has 





been brought about by internal dissensions and externa! 


opposition. 

To-day there are many competing concerns in the field, 
one of which last week declared a 20 per cent. dividend 
on its first year’s business. Most of the new factories out- 
side of the combination are of the most modern type, and 
many of them, it is said, in point of equipment are in ad- 
vance of an equal number of National factories. Because 
of this they were able to meet the present competition and 
live, while a large factor in their favor was the fact that 
they did not have to carry any dead wood. 

It is suggested that there may be a new combination 
formed in the near future. Possibly, but the question at 
present is the getting rid of the one now in existence. 


A well-known Indiana mill is in danger of being obliter- 
ated, so far as its present location is concerned. The pro- 
posed line of a projected railroad passes directly over the 
site of the mill, and it is more than likely that under con- 
demnation proceedings the mill would be obliged to aban- 
don its buildings and remove its machinery to some other 
location. One proposition, made to avoid the removal 
of the plant, is to carry the road over the mili, but this 
would simply insure the product of the mill being filled 
with a never ending supply of dirt, and because of that 
fact the plan is impracticable. It will be interesting to 
note the course of events. 


It would seem as though the progress which our paper 
machine builders have been making is beginning to be ap- 
preciated “across the pond.” H. Fullner, of Warmbrunn, 
who exhibits a machine at the Paris Exposition, has is- 
sued a circular as to his machine, in the course of which, 
referring to the speeding of machines and the making vl 
a large amount of product, he says: “I am fully convinced 
that the change in the manufacture of paper which began 
in the American mills and has spread already to most 0! 
the Scandinavian mills will soon take place in all paper 
making countries.” It is always well to follow a good 
example. 


The exports of paper from the port of New York for 
this week compare well with those of last week. This 
week they aggregated $42,091; last week $48,952. . Australia 
and New Zealand again occupy their positions as the 
heaviest buyers, the former taking paper during the week 
to the value of $8,802, and the latter to the value of $8,738. 
London comes next with an account of $7,609, and Liver- 
pool next, with a bill of $3,369 to pay. The totals of other 
large purchases are as follows: British West Indies, $1,- 
517; Rotterdam, $1,200, and Mexico, $1,053.

The water supply has improved somewhat this week, as 
the result of heavy rains, the West being more favored 
than the East. Even with the improved conditions of the 
streams, however, there is a feeling that the water will run 
away faster than is desirable, and manufacturers do not 
feel that the relief is permanent. In the northern part of 
New York State and in New England the streams are low, 
and there is a constant nursing of water supply to have ‘it 
last as long as possible. : 

The repgrts from the various paper markets, while they 
indicate that business in most instances is quiet, are not 
discouraging. In some places there is a better demand, 
but at this season no one who is reasonable expects a 
large volume of trade. Manufacturers are adhering tena- 
ciously to their plan of shutting down mills in preference 
to cutting prices, and express their belief that the results 
this fall witjustify the course they are taking. 


The Union Bag and Paper Company has restored some 
of its old rates on paper bags. Some time ago President 
Fisher said that in reducing prices on bags the company 
was simply following’the course of the market on paper. 
Possibly the present advance may be because of an ad- 
vance in bag paper, but up to date news of the latter has 
not reached this market. 


In another column will be found a description of a 
foreign paper machine which is being exhibited at the 
Paris Exposition, the story of its merits being told by the 
builder of it.

Col, William M,. Grosvenor died at his home ia Engle- 
wood, N. J., July 20. He had been ill for some time, al- 
though he was able to attend to his editorial work up to 
the last. On Thursday night, July 19, he wrote the lead- 
ing article for Dun’s Review, of which he was editor from 
its first issue. He was also an editorial writer for the 
Tribune, and had been connected with that paper for twen- 
ty-five years. Born at Ashfield, Mass., April 24, 1835, he 
entered the class of ’55 at Yale. He was editor of the 
New Haven Palladium when the war broke out, and he 
went South as adjutant of the Thirteenth Connecticut 
Volunteers. He was rapidly promoted and finally became 
colonel of the Second Louisiana. After the war he re- 
sumed newspaper work as editor of the New Haven Jour- 
nal and Courier. Subsequently he went to Missouri, where 
he edited the St. Louis Globe-Democrat for several years. 
In 1871 he wrote “Does Protection Protect?’ but soon an- 
swered his own question in the affirmative and became an 
advocate of Republican doctrines. He wrote “American 
Securities” in 1885 and until recently was at work on a 
record of prices of commodities, for which he had compiled 
complete statistics. As a student of business conditions, a 
writer and a political speaker, Colonel Grosvenor ranked 
high. His most important work in recent years was the 
systematizing and classification of failure statistics for 
Dun’s Review. 





Joun ABENDROTH, 

John Abendroth, who died at White Plains, N. Y., on 
Sunday, was one of the best known men in the iron trade, 
and for years was a member of the firm of Abendroth 
Brothers, who have large foundries at Port Chester. Mr.

The Three Rivers (Mich.) Paper Company will replace 
the west flume at its mill by a new structure, 


The Crown Paper Mills at Oregon City, Ore.,are putting 
in new machinery, which will about double their capacity. 

Work on the new mill of the Aldrich Paper Company, 
Natural Dam, N. Y., is being pushed as rapidly as possible. 

Robertson Brothers, Hinsdale, N. H., have put in a new 
fire pump, have built new coal sheds and otherwise rc- 
fitted their plant. 

C. B. Pride’s draughtsmen at Appleton, Wis., are now 
at work upon plans for a four machine plant, details of 
which are not yet given out. 

G. A. Robertson & Co., Hinsdale, N. H., have installed 
three new beating engines and new pumps, and have made 
a number of minor improvements. 

The Poland Paper Company’s mill, Mechanics Falls, 
Me., was shut down temporarily a few days ago in order 
to permit of repairs to the water wheel. 

The tonnage to and from the plant of the George H. 
Friend Paper and Tablet Company, West Carrollton, 
Ohio, last year aggregated 8,400 car loads. 

The fibre plant of the Howland Pulp Company, How- 
land, Me., which was shut down a part of the time last 
month making repairs, started up again last week. 

The Stark Paper Company is building a new dam at the 
works in Sodom, near North Bennington, Vt. A part of 
the old structure was swept out by a freshet some time ago. 

John Hillhouse has sold his interest in the paper mill 
at Bozrahville, Conn., to his brother and partner, Deputy 
Sheriff William Hillhouse, who will continue the busi- 
ness. 

The mill of the Marietta Paper Manufacturing Com 
pany, Marietta, Ga., has been purchased by Joseph S. Wal- 
cott, president of the National Supply Company, Toledo, 
Ohio. He will reorganize the company. 

Henry Altenbrand, of Manhattan, Mon., and president 
of the Montana Paper and Pulp Company, in speaking of 
the mill a few days ago, said that while no paper had been 
manufactured as yet, a large amount of pulp had been 
made. 

It is expected that the mill of the Akron Paper Cor1a- 
pany, Boston, Ohio, will be ready to start up about Au- 
gust. Its office building in Akron has been completed 


and is nearly ready for occupancy. It is connected with 
the mill and with the superintendent’s residence by tele- 
phone. 

E. O'Keefe, of O'Keefe & Orbison, visited Park Falls, 
Wis., last week in connection with the rebuilding plans of 
the Flambeau Paper Company. The company is going 
ahead at once with the rebuilding of the pulp mill, but 
the rebuilding of the paper mill has not yet been fully 
decided upon. 

The citizens of Westville, Conn., have complained to the 
Park Commissioners of that place that Joseph Parker & 
Co., paper manufacturers, are maintaining a nuisance by 
discharging into the West River refuse from their mill. 
The commissioners decided to notify the mill owners to 
abate the nuisance. 

Under date of June 27, 1900, Consul Dudley, of Van- 
couver, says: “I learn upon good authority that a large 
mill for the manufacture of pulp (handling 70 tons per 
day) is about to be erected at a point not far distant from 
this city. There is.a large amount of spruce timber about 
100 miles north of Vancouver well adapted for pulp mak- 
ing.” 

A start was made this week in erecting another paper 
machine in the Oswego Falls Pulp and Paper Company's 
mill, Fulton, N. Y. An expert from the works of the 
machine builders is on the ground. The foundations for 
the machine are ready, the beating engines are in place, 
and a force of men is engaged in laying the necessary 
piping, &c. 

The Centennial Mill of the Smith Paper Company, Lee, 
Mass., was shut down last week, and the work of construc- 
tion of the dam will be commenced at once. A Holyoke 
man has the work in charge and a large number of foreign- 
ers have been imported for the occasion. It is expected 
that the work will take several weeks for completion. The 
women who have been employed in the Centennial Mill will 
enjoy an enforced vacation.” 

Corinth, N. Y., had an exciting time last Friday after- 
noon. The trestle in the wood yard of the International 
Paper Company, used to convey pulp logs to all parts of 
the yard, and under which was stored about 3,000 cords of 
wood, caught fire. The blaze started up fiercely, and at 
one time it was feared that the entire plant might be con- 
sumed. The flames, however, were extinguished before 
any great damage was done. 

A good deal of pulp wood is being supplied tc the Wis- 
consin River manufacturers by way of the lakes and Green 


Bay. About forty cars a day are now being shipped to 
the mills there from Green Bay, where the rafts arriv: 
A portion of one of the rafts lately brought in broke away 


near its destination, and the tugs that brought it hav« 
been busily engaged in picking up the pieces. About 100 
cords of wood daily are being brought up the river to th« 
Fox River Valley mills on scows. 

The Allen Brothers Company has begun the erection 
of a new pulp mill at Bakers Falls, N. Y. It will be 
300x25 feet; two stories will be of stone and the third of 
brick. The mill will have a capacity of 30 tons of ground 
wood every twenty-four hours. There will be six grinders, 
seven model wheels, four twelve-plate suction screens, 
two double cylinder slushing machines, all of the latest 
pattern. A wood room, 45x80 feet, one story in height 
and built of brick, will be erected. 

The work at the Thilmany Pulp and Paper Mills at 
Kaukauna, Wis., is going on rapidly, a large force of 
men being employed. The new two story warehouse has 
been completed, and work was commenced last week 
upon the new steam engine building that is to house the 
750 horse power steam plant that is to be put in. All the 
woodwork in the No. 2 machine room of the mill has 
been torn out, and will be replaced by new steel con- 
struction in preparation for the addition of the new tissue 
paper machine. 

The Eastern Manufacturing Company, of Bangor, Me. 
whose sulphite mill at South Brewer has been closed down 
for some time while making improvements, was starte« 
up last Monday. In the meantime the company has built 
and equipped a two grinder ground wood mill, the pulp 
being for the company’s own use. H. T. Bartow, of Bos- 
ton, manager of sales of the Eastern Manufacturing Com 
pany, in showing samples of the company’s bleached sul 
phite turned out last week, pronounces it the best quality 
of sulphite ever produced in this country and as good as 
any imported.

uestion.—We have in our mill a bottom second press 
roli, made of rubber, which was cracked on the front end, 
just where the edge of the web runs. The crack or hole 
was caused by letting the roll drop when the machine 
was being set up. The paper is made to break very often 
by catching in the crack, and thereby sticking to the rol! 
until the web is pulled apart. Is there amy way in which 
the roll can be repaired? 

Answer.—The size of the hole or crack is not stated, 
and as the treatment would be different for a large hole 
than for a small one, I am not able to specify just how it 
should be repaired. If the whole is small, say only % or 
1 inch in diameter, a hole may be drilled into the roll big 
enough to remove all the damaged surface. Then the hole 
may be threaded and a plug made to fit and screwed in. 
The plug should, of course, fit very tight, and completely 
fill the drilled and tapped hole. If the surface damaged is 
long and narrow, a mortise may be made, long and wide 
enough to remove every portion of the damaged surface. 
Then, a piece of hard rubber—as hard as the roll—is fitted 
into the mortise and fastened by screwing in a plug at 
both ends of the mortise, as described. If near the end 
of the roll, a piece may be dovetailed and driven in, mak- 
ing only one pim necessary for holding the mortised-in 
piece. Sometimes a roll is too soft to permit the screw 
plug method to be used, as above described. When this 
is the case the plug must be vulcanized into the hole or 
mortised. This is a very simple operation, provided one 
has the “know-how,” but is a pretty hard job for a man 
to tackle without the proper knowledge. When a soft 
roll is thus damaged better send it to the rubber works 
and have it mended there. But if the job must be done in 
the mill, the following way will do the business. First, 
obtain some uncured rubber, such as is used for making 
rubbet stamps. lt is calledtmixed” rabber, and comes in 
sheets like packing, but with a cloth backing to keep the 
sheet in shape. After a strip of the “mixed” (with sul- 
phur to make it vulcanize under heat) rubber has been cut 
off for use, pull off and throw away the cloth backing, 
Cut the plug a little small, say one-sixteenth inch all 
around, and put it in place in such a manner that a strip 
of the “mixed” rubber about one-sixteenth inch in thick- 
ness will show all around the plug, filling completely every 
crack or crevice. Next, heat must be applied to the 
“mixed” rubber until it hardens, or vulcanizes, to speak 
more exact. Steam is a pretty good way of applying heat, 
which need not be over 300 degrees. Rig a bit of capped 
pipe as big as the plug, at least, and mount it firmly about 
one-quarter inch away from the surface to be vulcanized. 
Pack aroud the heat area with asbestos or some other ma- 
terial to keep the heat from radiating away, and allow the 
rubber to cook for two or three hours, and perhaps longer, 
if it does not harden sufficiently in that length of time. 
If the rubber is not vulcanized enough the first time it 
can be hardened more by successive applications of steam 
until it is “cooked to suit.” If a steam heating device can- 
not be hunted up a piece of iron may be cast and turned 
up to fit the face of the roll, and heated to about joo de- 
grees and mounted against the soft rubber. Keep the 
casting hot by putting bits of hot iron on top of it, or by 
making it hollow and occasionally pouring in some melted 
lead or babbitt. Better yet, the casting may be cored out 
to receive steam, and then the raw rubber can be vulean- 
ized nicely and quickly.

Question.—A certain part of a machine in constant use 
gives trouble by breaking and has to be constantly re- 
newed. The part is made of cast iron and is in the form 
of an arm about 3 feet long. The working strain on the 
arm is about 1,000 pounds, and is applied at the extreme 
end, Sometimes, however, the work takes the shape of 
considerable shocks. That is, the 1,000 pounds or more 
are very suddenly applied, thrown on and off all at once. 
The depth of the cast iron arm at the point where is 
joins the body of the machine can be only 3 inches The 
width of the old arm is about 2 inches, but there is plenty 
of room in that direction. What width of arm will be 
necessary to carry the load safely, and how is the width 
determined ? 


Answer.—There are well definec laws for the design of 
parts of machinery which, when followed, will give the 
necessary strength, but. when neglected ‘may lead to 
trouble as in the xample given above Cast iron will! 
bear different loads accordingly as it is subjected to teas 
ing, crushing or breaking strain About 16,500 pounds 


is the limit for-a direct pull an-a square inch of casfiron? 









while used as a bearing for direct pressure it will stand 
112,000 pounds per square inch of section. Under shear- 
ing strain 27,700 pounds is the limit, and when used as 
a beam the breaking strain is about 40,000 pounds per 
square inch. In the example cited the breaking strength 
is affected, although this may be developed into a 
tearing strain in the upper portion of the arm, and a 
crushing strain as pressure in the lower side thereof. 
The centre, or neutral line, in any arm, lever or beam, is 
in the centre of gravity of a section of the arm. Thus. 
in an arm 3 inches deep and 1 inch wide, there would be 
a section 1% by 1 inch exposed to tearing, and a similar 
section to crushing strain. In the case above stated, there 
are 1,000 pounds at the end of a lever 36 inches long, acting 
on a short arm 114 inches long. This gives a leverage of 
twenty-four times. Then 1,000x24 = 24,000 pounds, the 
load to be supported by the arm at the point where it 
breaks. But it is necessary to have more strength than 
just barely enough to hold. There must be several times as 
much strength as will merely sustain the load, and this 
number of times is called the “factor of safety.” For cast 
iron, it is usually taken at three or four for still loads, for 
moving loads six to eight, and for machinery subject to 
shocks ten is used. This factor is also used for timber. As 
the load is to be sudden, we will take eight as a factor of 
safety, and this brings the total load to be sustained up to 
144,000 pounds. Then 144,000 + 16,500 = 8.7 square inches 
of cross section, nearly. As the load must be carried by 
the tearing strain on a section 1% inches deep, it must 
be 8.7 + 1.5 = 5.8 inches wide. The arm must then be 3 
inches deep and 5% inches wide where it joins the ma- 
chine. This section can be reduced by making the lowe- 
half of such shape that the centre of gravity falls lower 
than the middle of the arm—a section like an inverted | 
will do this. The arm can taper toward the end, wher 
there is only 8x1,000 = 8,000 pounds to be supported, re- 
quiring less than one-half an inch of section. Thus the arm 
can be reduced to “x2 ifiches at that point, or, what is 
better against lateral strains to 4x34 inch, with the cor 
ners well rounded off to bring the section down from 9-16 
to % inch.

QOuestion.—We have heen advised that paper covered 
pulleys will transmit power better (or more of it) than 
iron pulleys. 1 have tried covering such pulleys with 
paper, but can’t make it stick. How is the trick done? 

Answer.—Soak the paper (cut in strips of right width) 
in‘a 10 per cent. solution of silicate of soda until thor- 
oughly wet through. Then apply one end of a strip to the 
face of a pulley which has been thoroughly cleaned of 
grease, by washing with soda ash or strong soda water. 
With a roller as wide as the pulley face, and covered with 
felt or rubber, roll down the wet paper as fast as applied 
to the pulley face. Put on three or four thicknesses in 
this manner and allow them to dry before the pulley is 
run, There will be little danger that the paper shell thus 
made will ever come loose on the pulley. When thor- 
oughly dry the edges of the paper may be turned smooth 
by means of a narrow chisel.or by the tang of a file ground 
sharp.

Question.—What is to be gained by electrical transmis- 
sion of power in a paper mill over the ordinary method 
of belts and ropes? 

Answer.—A_ well designed electrical outfit will carry 
power from water wheel to machine cheaper than it can 
be done by either belt or rope connections. This is true 
within certain distances, depending upon surrounding con- 
ditions. Probably a belt would carry 50 horse power to 
a pulley 50 feet from the water wheel cheaper than it could 
be done by a generator and motor. But were the distance 
1,000 feet the electrical method would be much the cheaper. 
There is, then, around every prime mover, an imaginary 
circle, beyond which it pays to put in electrical transmis- 
sion. But when once the circle area is passed, and a gen- 
erator and motor are installed, then it pays to drive elec- 
trically all the machines inside the circle as well. To pay, 
the genérator must be directly connected to water wheel 
or engine. The efficiency of a good generator is above 
95 per cent., and a motor equally efficient cuts the loss of 
power due to transmission down to 90% per cent. This is 
as well as can be done by a single countershaft transmis- 
sion, for each drive of that kind eonsumes 10 per cent. of 
the power delivered. Thus, for a drive that requires six 
beltings, the loss would be nearly 47 per cent.! Exactly 
figuring, the power transmitted through six beltings would 
be a trifle more than 53 per cent., and six beltings between 
water wheel or steam engine and machine are frequently 
found in a paper mill. Another point in favor of the motor 
is, when a machine is to be idle, its motor is promptly 
stopped and all power consumption ceases save a very 
small percentage consumed by the generator and charge- 
abl to the idle With belt transmis- 
sion the countershaft losses are permanent; they-go on all 
more 


as its share machine, 
the time, whether work ig being done or not. In 
than one mill of ancient engineering so0-per cent. of the 
power generated is consumed in running shafts, &c. 


PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


An Invention to Simplify and Cheapen the Manufacture of 
Jordan Engine Cores—Manufacture of Sub-surface 
Drying Paper—Fireproof Wall Covering. 





Martin P.Van Ryzin, of Appleton, Wis., has patented (No 
653,856), an improved paper stock refining engine, which 
is illustrated herewith. The object of the invention is to 
simplify and cheapen the manufacture of the conical cores 
in the Jordan type of refining engine. Fig. 1 represents a 
longitudinal section of a portion of the improved core for 
a Jordan type paper stock refining engine, a rib and knives 
appearing in this view being broken; Fig. 2, a transverse 
section of the core with ribs, knives and spacers thereon ; 
Fig. 3, a plan view of said ribs, knives and spacers on the 
core; Fig. 4, a perspective view of part of one form of 
spacer; Fig. 5 a similar view of another form of spacer; 
Fig. 6, a perspective view of one of the knives, and Fig. 7 
a like view of part of one of the ribs. A indicates a cast 
iron conical core for a Jordan type paper stock refining 
engine, and in accordance with the invention bands B are 
made fast on the core, at intervals thereof, by shrinking or 
otherwise, these bands being machined to form annular re 
cesses next the core-face. As herein shown, the bands may 
be provided at intervals with notches for engagement of

these ribs C being a matter of arbitrary selection, The ribs 
are preferably metal, outwardly channeled, and held to the 
cylinder by, machine-serews”D; HS "ot Which are 
sunk within the channels. It is preferable to have the rib 
channels filled with wood or other suitable materiai E, as 
herein shown. Alternately disposed between ribs C are 
knives F and wooden spacers, all of the knives being 
notched at their ends to fit in under and preferably over 
the flanges that result from recessing the bands on the 
aforesaid core. It is herein shown that spacer G’ is made 
different from the other spacers G of a series in that its 
ends are not made like the ends of the knives to fit in 
recesses of the adjacent cone bands, but to be driven 
in between said cone bands and serve as a key by which 
said other spacers and knives are held in place. How- 
ever, all of the spacers may be made similar to the 
one G’, if desirable.. The knives F and spacers may be 
readily assembled and firmly held in place on the conical 
core by the wedging action of said spacers. It is also ob- 
vious that if a spacer be withdrawn the other spacers and 
the knives may be readily removed. While the assembled 
ribs, knives and spacers are shown parallel with the coni- 
cal core, they may be set at an angle to said core, if desired, 
and the number of said knives in any series is optional.

PHILADELPHIA, July 24.—It developed this week that 
paper and electrotype plates valued at $20,000 had been 
stolen from the publishing firm of Geo. H. Lasher & Co., 
18 North Fiftieth street, Philadelphia, during a period of 
three years. Wm. Dietrich and Charles Belmont were ar- 
rested and committed to prison to await trial. The names 
of the junk dealers who received the stolen material were 
divulged, and an effort will be made to prosecute them 
also. It is not known just what amount of paper was 
stolen, but it was large. The plates purloined covered 
many pages of the United States Official Postal Guide, 
the Physicians’ Mail List, and several other well-known 
publications, E. R. G.

Trouble Over Spanish River Plant. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE 
JOURNAL.) 


Toronto, Canada, July 23.—A. E. Brem- 
ner, of London, England, a member of the 
syndicate originally known as the Spanish 
River Pulp and Paper Company, which se- 
cured a large concession of pulp lands and 
water privileges from the Ontario Govern- 
ment, has arrived in the city from England. 
The syndicate, it will be remembered, sold 
its concession to Lloyds, the great British 
paper firm, for $750,000, of which $600,000, 
it is said, has already been paid over in cash. 
A dispute has arisen between the contract- 
ing parties, the Lloyds people, it is stated, 
claiming that the pulp lands and water 
power are not what they understood them 
to be, and that the foundations of the pulp 
mill erected by the syndicate are defective. 
A resort to arbitration has been agreed 
upon. 

Mr. Bremner to-day declined to discuss 
the case at present. He admitted that plans 
for arbitration were being considered.

Englishmen Sail for Home. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE 
youRnaL.] 

Quesec, Canada, July 23.—The deputa- 
tion of English paper manufacturers left for 
England on the 21st from Quebec on the 
steamship Parisian. They have been seven 
weeks looking over Canada’s vast pulp re- 
sources, paper mills and water powers, and 
are delighted beyond measure with all they 
have seen. In conversation with Mr. Mars- 
den, that gentleman said that while the 
English manufactufers were altogether in 
ignorance of Canada’s wealth in this line, 
their present trip had broadened their im- 
pressions very much, especially what had 
been seen in the Province of Quebec, includ- 
ing Grand Mere, Shawenegan and Chicou- 


timi. He said their visit would no doubt re- 
sult in turning English capital this way. 
The English paper manufacturers have 
come to the conclusion that they have to 
look elsewhere for pulp, Sweden and Nor- 
way markets being exhausted. What the 
delegates have seen in Canada satisfies them 
that the English paper manufacturers can 
be supplied from here for years to come. 
Mr. Marsden added that the paper makers 
of England had very little to learn in the 
manufacture of paper, either in this country 
or in the United States. Paper is gradually 
rising on the other side, and the day before 
he sailed Mr. Marsden received a cable 
informing him that the price of print paper 
had increased 3 cents. DoMINION.

Judge Shipman, in the United States 
Circuit Court, at Hartford, Conn., on 
Saturday last, passed an order to show 
cause in the suit of the National Fold- 
ing Box and Paper Company against 
Alexander C. Rabertson and others, He 
ordered the defendants to show cause 
why an order extending their time in 
which to take proofs should not be re- 
settled so as to grant such extension 
only on condition that defendants shall 
take no proofs until after September 20, 
1900. Pending the hearing and deter- 
mination of the court upon this order to 
show cause, the taking of testimony on 
the part of the defendants is stayed.

for sixty days, 34% per cent. for ninety days, 3% per cent. 
for four months, and 4@4% per cent. for longer periods. 
Mercantile paper, 4@4% per cent. for sixty to ninety days’ 
indorsements, 44@4% per cent. for choice four to six 
months’ single names, and 5§@5% per cent. for others.

PAPER.—Everyone in the trade expects dullness at this 
season of the year. In this expectation they are not deceived, 
as only the usual small volume of business is being done. 
The jobbers say that there is a fair amount of store trade, 


but that the individual purchases are small. The absence 
of “sizable” orders is still a distreSsing feature of the mar- 
ket. News continues quite strong. The quotations report- 
ed on it range from 2'%4c, on renewed contracts to 2.60c., 
2.65¢., 2.75c. and 3c. on other business, dependent on size 
of order, quality of paper, &c. Low quotations are heard 
of in the cheaper grades of book papers. These are given, 
so it is said, to force orders. However, there is not much 
doing in this line. The same may be said, with perhaps a 
little more’ emphasis, in regard to writings. Bucchers’ 
manila is said to be weak. To-day the figure on it is 
2.25¢., less 5 and 3 per cent. The reason assigned for this 
low price is the large stock of paper at the. mills. It is 
also given out that customers now show a perference for 
better paper. No. 2 manila is also said to be weaker. The 
quotations on it vary from 2.30@2.50c. per pound. In the 
New York market 2.40c., less 5 and 3 per cent., is reported. 
Side runs of news are said to be selling at about the same 
figure. The-representatives~of-the mills report ‘more in- 
quiry for paper, and that the prospect looks brighter. The

The exports of joss paper amounted to «1,248 cwts. uf the 
value of £20,170 in 1899, and 10,343 ewts. of the value of 
£16,808 in 1898. At Swatow in 1899 paper was exported 
to the extent of 77,153 cwts. of the value of £79,552, and 
joss paper to the extent of 52,476 cwts. of the value of 
£72,726. In the previous year the exports of paper were 
63,470 cwts. of the value of £64,773, and joss. paper, 63,470 
cwts. of thé Value of £66,382.
